Cannot 
the circle of the professions and trades 
be enlarged so as to make the dear peo- 
ple pay tribute to every hungry cormo- 
rant who desires a fat living and a gen» 
teel one without having to work for it? 


Alcyone asks if “Cassadaga is doomed" 
because “the present manayement have 
decided to exclude all public test medi- 
ums from their camp meeting the com» 
ing scason."—Not necessarily. We have 
places where ou/y the phenomena is pre: 
sented; why should there not be a place, 
or several, where only the philosophy is 
presented, There are many who have 
outgrown the desire for tests and phe- 
nomena; while there are more, however, 
who care only for the latter and dislike 
preaching. One craves heart-food and 
the other intellectual. Let both be grat- 
ified, and allow the latter also a summer 
resort to enjoy themselves while getting 
their spiritual food at the same interval, 
We do not advocate a separation of the 
phenomena from the philosophy by this 
exception. Doth are uceded for the fur- 
therance of Spiritualism as a cause. But 
we believe that individuals should be 
permitted freedom of action to choose 
according to taste, and thus one camp 
meeting might be devoted entirely to 
the philosophy, If it proves a failure, 
why, the directors will have learned a 
lesson through experience. But to find 
out the wants of all the people experi- 
ments must be made, and Cassadaga 
alone will be the loser. So, let us have 
peace. 


Mrs. Woodworth, the religious revival- 
ist with hypnotic proclivities, is still in 
active service gaining converts or devo- 
tees to her peculiar form of worship— 
that of going into trance or falling into 
a cataleptic state through the effects of 
her strange influence over them. But 
the worst feature about it is the nervous 
prostration that many are subjected to 
after the trance and often during the 
same. Itis not akin to that which me- 
diums take upon themselves or are 
placed in by spirits controling for the 
purpose of giving tests, messages and 
readings, but more like those of old or 
as recorded in the Bible where men were 
obsessed or possessed by devils so-called, 
now known to the Spiritual Science as 
sensitives being controlled by ignorant, 
undeveloped or fanatical spirits—like at- 
tracting like—fanatical revivals attract- 
ing that order of spirits, and therefore 
should be shunned by nervous, delicate 
or sensitive people. It is no exhibition 
of greatness or of great spiritual influ- 
ence to be able to hypnotize a sensitive 
under conditions as above. But it is to 
induce a man to reform from bad to good 
while in his senses—hie normal state, 
Spiritualism does this, besides teaching 
the individual not to succumb to others’ 
influence, or, at least, not to give up his 
individuality—barring that trance state 
superinduced by spirits for good pur 
poses, and which a medium could not 
resist if he tried. But outside of thia 
none need succumb to mortal influence, 
or that of evil (undeveloped) spirits, if 
they have moral stamina enough in 
them to combat it—the latter being 
more potent than physical force when 
once developed, and is commonly known 
as will-power or mental force,

In otber words, abstain from punish- 
ing a child because itis not angelic or 
perfect in mental attainments, Parents 
particularly should note this; for, remem- 
ber the child is a perfect counter part of 
all that its parents were at the time of its 
conception and if the former have grown 
better through trials bad with the pro- 
geny in question it is still selfish to ex- 
pect a child to jump into the same per- 
fection arbitrarily. Patience is angelic; 
impatience is not, And to become an- 
gered iu consequence of a child's imper- 
fections is pot even human, Many have 
been punished under these circum- 
stauces.

It is a mistaken notion on the part of 
the heirs presumptive, or the next of 
kin, or any one supposing that Elizabeth 
Ruffin is to be called to account for the 
management which she exercises over the 
property so devised to her, unless in the 
management, she displays such a wanton 
disregard for all proprieties, as to raise a 
presumption of imbecility or insanity. 
The property is hers absolutely, and 
there is no restraint or restriction or 
limitation that is to be placed, in law, 
upon the manner in which she divests 
herself of the estate. 

The Supreme Court of Ohio, in a nu

mind. The reflections of most travelers 
upon the religions of different countries, 
is that his forefathers who went to the 
Crusades threw away much valuable 
time, and Buddha was a very wise man; 
that Brabma was not a bad influence: 
‘that Mahommed was a high energizer of 
the Arabic and other wandering races of 
the East, and that Confucius was a meth- 
odical humanitarian filled with love of 


country. The old brawlers, like Con- 
stantine. do not much impress the mod- 
ern traveler. He perceives that what 
has made the Anglo Saxon race so emi- 
nent has been its practicability and its 
apparent disdain of traditions, from the 
days of Lord Bacon down. He reads, al- 
‘most with the comfort of a Rabbi pouring 
-over his Talmud, the saying of Bacon 
-about the universities of his day: “They 
Yearn nothing but to believe. In the 
colleges they are like a becalmed ship; 
they never move but by the wind of 
other men’s breath, and have not oars of 
their own to steer withal.” The studies 
of such men in such places are confined 
vanl pinched down to certain authors, 
from which if a man happen to differ, he 
is presently represented as a disturber 
and innovator. The philosopher finds 
even the Koran to be a book of morals 
or prescribed habits. He brings back 
from these so-called heathen nations 
bezutiful rings, vases, wall paper, furni- 
ture, and at the present day both Europe 
and America are, in the way of decora- 
tion, sitting at the feet of the unbeliev- 
ing nations. They are about to build a 
new Protestant Cathedral in New York, 
and are jooking to Byzantine aud the 
Saracens for the model, as the Catholics 
but lately took up the almost common- 
place Gothic, found all over the north or 
Europe, for the model of their cathedral. 
The latest author, who has the friend- 
ship of the Queen of England, and is 


read by all the clergy, Mr. Edwin Arnold, 


sounded the adulation of the wisdom of 
Jesus after he bad given the Light of 
Asia, in the story of Buddha, and both 
these personages he reduced to men il- 
luminated by sagacity and kindness, the 
two elements which, united with the 
animal man, constitute an earthly trin- 
ity. 

Speaking of the ultimate mission 
church and preacher in coming days, he 
says: 

Brt here and there a minister feels that be 
must say something, and he says it in har- 
moay with the progress of his age. Like Heber 
Newton, he calls upon the Christians to throw 
the husk of their gospel to the winds, let its 
dogma go down, and embrace the kindness, the 
Purity and charity of the modei man, who 
taught Europe and America to be Christian. 
They say that he is a scoundrel because he 
wants to save something out of the Gre. The 


ment that an indemnity is due to the 
families of the victims in virtue of the 
treaty existing between the two coun- 
tries. This is the text of Italy's de- 
mands, to which Secretary of State 
Blaine replied last Wednesday. Mr. 
Blaine states that the government has 
no desire to change the meaning of the 
Marquis Rudinis telegram of March 
24th, but in it the demands made by 
Italy were altogether different from the 
demands made im the note of April 2d. 


To substantiate this he quotes the de- 


mand made on March 24th: “Our night, 
therefore, to demand and obtain the 
punishment of the murderers and an 
indemnity for the victims is unquestion- 
able.” Secretary Blaine requests a re- 
examination of his note and it will be 
discovered that he did not say an im- 
demnity was due to the families of the 
victims, but that the United States gov- 
ernment refused to take this demand 
into consideration. He assures Mar- 
quis Rudini that the government would 
recompense every Italian subject who 
might. be wronged by a violation of a 
treaty to which the government is 
pledged. He then proceeds to a consid- 
eration of the question, “has the treaty 
of 187: been violated? Going through 
the precedents furnished by occurrences 
of a similar nature in New Orleans 
against Spanish subjects in August, 1851, 
he concludes that the United States did 
not, by the treaty with Italy, become the 
insurer of the lives or property of Italian 
subjects resident within our territory. 
He says: 

No government is able, however high its civ- 
{lization, however vigilant its police supervis- 
ion, however severe its criminal code, and how- 
ever prompt and inflexible jts criminal admin- 
istration, to secure its own cilizens against 
violence, prompted by individual malice or by 
sudden popular tumult. The foreigu resident 
must be content in such cases to share the 
same redress that is offered by the law to the 
citizen: and has no just right of complaint or 
tight to ask the interposition of his country, 
if the courts are equally open to him for the re- 
dress of his injuries. The treaty in the frst, 
second, third, and notably in the twenty-third 
articles, clearly Umits thé rights guaranteed to 
the citizens of the contracting powers in the 
territory of each to equal treatment and to free 
access to the courts of justice. Foreign resi- 
dents are not made a favored claas. It is not 
believed that Italy would desire a more strin- 
gent construction of her duty under the treaty. 
Where the injury inflicted upon a foreign resi- 
dent is not the act of the government or of its 
officers. but of ac individual or of a mob, it is 


not believed that a claim for indemnity can 
justly be made unless it be made to appear that 
the public authorities Charged with the peace 
of the community have conuived at the uniaw- 
ful acts, or, having timely nolice of the threat- 
ened danger, have been guilty of such gross 
negligence in taking the necessary precautions 
as to amount to connivance. If, therefore, 
it should appear that among those killed by 
the mob at New Orleana taere were some Italian 
subjects who were resident or domiciled in 
that city, agreeably lo our treaty with Italy, 
and not in violation of any Immigration laws, 
and who were abiding in the peace of the 
United States and obeying the lawa thereof and 
of the State of Loulsiana, and that the public 
officers charged wlth the duty of protecting life 
end property in that city connived at the work 
of the mob, or, upon proper notice or informa- 
tion of the threatened danger, failed totake 
any steps for the preservation of the public 
peace, and afterward to bring the guilty to 
trial, the President would, under such circum- 
stances, feel that a case was established that 
should be submitted to the consideration of 
Congress with a view to the relief of the fami- 
lies of the [talian subjects who had lost their 
lives by lawless violence.
